TOWN WARRANT 
THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


(Less) : 

To the inhabitants of the Town of Northumberland, qualified 
to vote in town affairs: _ 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Grange Hall, in said 
town, on the second Tuesday of March next, March 8, 1955, 
to act upon the subjects hereinafter mentioned. The polls will 
be open at said place and date from 9:00 o’clock in the fore- 
noon until 6:00 o’clock in the afternoon for the reception of 
your ballots under the Australian Ballot Law; furthermore, you 
are hereby warned that on said date and place, at 9:30 o’clock 
in the forenoon, the matters of appropriations and such other 
business properly coming before said meeting will be taken up 
for your consideration and action. 

Article 1.* To choose by ballot the following town officers 
for the ensuing year: a town clerk, a town treasurer, two 
auditors and one highway agent. 

Article 2.* To choose by ballot the following town officers 
for the ensuing three years: one selectman, one library trustee, 
and one trustee of the trust funds. 

Article 3. To see if the town will instruct its selectmen to 
appoint all other town officers as required by law. 

Article 4. To see what sums of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to defray the following town charges 
for the ensuing year: (1) town officers’ salaries; (2) town 
officers’ expenses; (3) election, registration and town reports; 
(4) Municipal Court; (5) Selectmen’s office and town build- 
ings; (6) Police; (7) fires; (8) insurance; (9) health depart- 
ment; (10) vital statistics; (11) sewer maintenance; (12) 
town dump; (13) highway and bridges: town maintenance, 
summer; (14) town maintenance, winter (15) town road aid; 
(16) street lighting; (17) general expense of highway depart- 
ment; (18) road agent’s appropriation; (19) libraries; (20) 
old age assistance; (21) town poor; (22) Memorial Day; (23) 
municipal water maintenance; (24) cemetery; (25) damage 
and legal, including dog damage; (26) employees’ retirement; 
(27) interest; (28) highway apportionment (B); and (29) 
tarring streets. 

Article 5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $2,500.00 to maintain a public playground 
and to operate the Youth Center Building. 
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Article 6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $550.00 in order to maintain suitable public 
skating places in Groveton and Northumberland Village. 

Article 7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $371.21 to the White Mountains Region Asso- 
ciation, being 10c per $1,000.00 of assessed valuation (1/100th 
of 1%) for the purpose of issuing and distributing the printed 
matter and advertising and otherwise publicizing the advan- 
tages of the town, in cooperation with the other 45 towns in 
the region. 

Article 8. To see we sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for repairing and improving the public’ 
playground near the so-called Brown Road, known as Centen- 
nial Field. 

Article 9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the town’s Civilian Defense. 

Article 10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,800.00 for needed repairs to the town’s 
covered bridge, consisting of a new roof, replanking the walk- 
way, and other items. 

Article 11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to defray the cost of moving the Fort 
Wentworth Bede to a site alongside the relocated D. W. 
Highway. 

Article 12. To see if the town will vote to adopt a plan for 
extending to employees of the town the benefits of title 11 of 
the Federal Social Security Act (Old-Age and Survivor’s In- 
surance) as authorized by Chapter 234 of the Laws of 1951 
and to raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 to defray the 
town’s share of the cost thereof. 

Article 13. If the foregoing article is adopted, to see if the 
town will authorize the Selectmen to execute on behalf of the 
town the necessary agreement with the State of New Hampshire 
to carry into effect the plan and to see if the town will designate 
the Town Treasurer as the officer to be responsible for the ad- 
ministration of the plan. 

Article 14. To see if the town will vote to accept for all 
workmen in its employ, the provisions of Chapter 216 of the 
Revised Laws of New Beiter. as amended, being a plan to 
extend to workmen of the town the benefits of the New Hamp- 
shire Workmen’s Compensation Law, and to raise and appro- 
priate whatever sum of money is necessary to defray the cost 
thereof. 
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Article 15. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to receive sealed bids, not to exceed $400.00 to pick up dry 
rubbish this summer 1955 in the Northumberland Village 
area. (Inserted on petition of ten voters.) 

Article 16. To see if the town will vote to set up a chlorina- 
ting plant for its water supply, consisting of acquiring land for 
the construction of housing facilities and purchasing the neces- . 
sary chlorinating equipment, and for this purpose to authorize 
the Selectmen to borrow upon the notes of the town a sum not 
in excess of eight thousand ($8,000) dollars, at such rate of 
interest and payable at such time and place, in accordance with 
Chapter 258 of the laws of 1953 entitled “Municipal Finance 
Act”, as the Selectmen shall decide. 

Article 17. To see if the town will vote to reconstruct Bridge 
Number 107/122 on the Lost Nation Road, so-called a Class 
2 highway, and for this purpose to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow upon the notes of the town a sum not in excess of eighty- 
five hundred ($8,500) dollars, at such rate of interest and pay- 
able at such time and place, in accordance with Chapter 258 
of the laws of 1953 entitled “Municipal Finance Act”, as the 
Selectmen shall decide; on condition, nevertheless, that the State 
of New Hampshire furnish State Bridge Aid for an equal — 
amount. 

Article 18. To see if the town will vote to lay a new (6”) 
water main starting at the intersection of the Brown Road with 
the D. W. Highway, thence along said Brown Road to the res- 
idence of Ira Robinson, being a proposed new water pipe line 
for a distance of approximately 1300 feet, and for this purpose 
to authorize the Selectmen to borrow upon the notes of the 
town a sum not in excess of fifty-five hundred ($5,500) dollars, 
at such rate of interest and payable at such time and place, in 
accordance with Chapter 258 of the laws of 1953 entitled | 
“Municipal Finance Act”, as the Selectmen shall decide. (In- 
serted on petition of 34 voters.) 

Article 19. To see if the town will vote to lay a new (6) 
water main starting near the residence of Raymond Cox, thence 
extending to the residence of Vern Gadwah (Being the home- 
stead of the late Lillian D. Whitney on Groveton Heights), 
being a proposed new water pipe line for a distance of approx- 
imately 1350 feet, and for this purpose to authorize the Select- 
men to borrow upon the notes of the town a sum not in excess 
of six thousand ($6,000) dollars, at such rate of interest and 
payable at such time and place in accordance with Chapter 
258 of the laws of 1953 entitled “Municipal Finance Act”, as — 
the Selectmen shall decide. (Inserted on petition of 12 voters.) 
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Article 20. To see if the town will vote to extend the 6” 
water main from the present Harry McLaughlin house in a 
southerly direction along the D. W. Highway to the residence 
of Leo Goulet, being a proposed new water pipe line for a 
distance of approximately eighteen hundred (1800) feet, and 
for this purpose to authorize the Selectmen to borrow upon the 
notes of the town a sum not in excess of seventy-five hundred 
($7,500) dollars, at such rate of interest and payable at such 
time and place, in accordance with Chapter 258 of the laws of 
1953 entitled “Municipal Finance Act”, as the Selectmen shall 
decide. (Inserted on petition of 12 voters.) 

Article 21. To see if the town will vote to buy a small 
equipment truck for the Fire Department, and for this purpose 
to authorize the Selectmen to borrow upon the notes of the 
town a sum not in excess of twenty-five hundred ($2,500) dol- 
lars, at such rate of interest and payable at such time and place 
in accordance with Chapter 258 of the laws of 1953 entitled 
“Municipal Finance Act’, as the Selectmen shall decide. (In- 
serted on petition of 12 voters.) 

Article 22. To see if the town will vote to adopt the non- 
partisan ballot system for the election of those town officers 
who are now being elected by the Australian ballot system. (In- 
serted on petition of 10 voters.) 

Article 23. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to incur debts for temporary loans in anticipation of 
taxes in order to pay expenses, said loans to be payable from 
taxes for the year 1955, and to issue notes therefor at such rate 
of interest and payable at such time, within one year, and place 
as the Selectmen shall decide. | 

Article 24. To see if the town will vote for a scale of dis- 
counts for the prepayment of real estate and personal property 
taxes on the basis of three percent, if paid by June 1, 1955, 
two percent if paid by August 1, 1955 and one percent if 
paid by October 1, 1955 or any other scale of discount that 
the town will vote to determine. 

Article 25. To see if the town will vote to petition the State 
Tax Commission to have an audit made by the Division of 
Municipal Accounting, and to make an appropriation to cover 
the expenses of such audit. 

Article 26. To see if the town will vote to adopt the follow- 
ing by-law, to-wit: (A By-Law Relating to the Town Dump) 
Sec. 1. No person shall, at the town dump on the so-called 

Brown Road or in close proximity thereto, fire or dis- 
charge any gun, pistol, or other firearms. 
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Sec. 2. Any person violating the provisions of this by-law 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon convic- 
tion thereof, shall be liable to a penalty of not more 
than ten dollars for each offense. , 

Sec. 3. This by-law shall take effect upon its adoption. 

Article 27. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, com- 
mittees or other officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote 
relative thereto. 

Article 28. To transact any other business that may legally 
be brought before said meeting.

HEALTH OFFICERS REPORT FOR 1954 


Communicable diseases reported to the Health Officer in 
Groveton during the past year ending December 31, 1954 are 
as follows: 

Mumps, 85; influenza, 1; pneumonia, all types, including 
lobar, broncho, and virus, 18; septic sore throat, 6; chicken 
pox, 15; German measles, 9; measles, 3; scarlet fever, 3; 
syphilis, 2; gonorrhea, 0; tuberculosis, 1; meningitis, 1; whoop- 
ing cough, 3; pediculosis, 7; impetigo, 5; infectious hepatitis, 
8; trenchmouth, 5; poliomyelitis, 0 

It was a rather quiet year for contagious diseases, most being 
below the yearly average. Mumps occurred in epidemic form 
and there were a few cases of infectious hepatitis, signifying 
the end of a heavy epidemic during the end of 1953. Poliomye- 
litis was notable by its absence again in 1954. Parents are 
urged to keep children from becoming over-fatigued during 
the summer and fall months, and to insist on bed rest and 
medical attention in case of fever and “grippy” symptoms 
during that season, in order that we may escape an epidemic. 
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There have been countless cases of hard “colds’’, virus bron- 
chitis, and atypical pneumonia this fall. It is important to real- 
ize that there is no miracle drug which will cure this type of 
illness in a matter of hours, and that complete rest is extremely 
important in preventing complications. 

Three immunization clinics were held during the year. These 
were sponsored by the State Department of Public Health and 
were well attended. 

The major public health problem of the past year has been 
the continued bacterial contamination of the water supply. 
This has been a persistent finding over the past few years. 
During 1954 twelve samples were taken and of these, seven were 
contaminated with the colon bacillus. A review of water 
samples taken between 1948 and 1954 reveals that over 35% 
of the samples have shown contamination. Over 10% is con- 
sidered by authorities to indicate a potentially dangerous 
condition. Eleven samples from the Northumberland supply 
were all satisfactory and free from contamination, indicating a 
pure supply there. A study has been conducted of our local 
system and the source of contamination is not obvious. It is 
possible that the large numbers of hunters during the hunt- 
ing season may contribute to this condition. It is well known 
to engineers and public health officials that a surface water 
supply such as ours is often contaminated without detectable 
cause. Of the many communities in the state having similar 
types of water supply, chlorination of the system has been 
installed with good results. In fact, Groveton is one of the few 
remaining communities which does not have some provision 
for water purification. Since we are unable to eliminate the 
source of contamination it seems that the installation of a chlo- 
rinating system is the only way to safeguard the health of the 
people. While the colon bacillus itself is not known to cause 
any virulent disease (although it may cause outbreaks of vom- 
iting and diarrhea), the contamination indicates a possible - 
source of such serious diseases as typhoid fever. 
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Chlorination, when properly installed and supervised should 
not noticeably affect either the quality or taste of the water, 
in the small amount which it is necessary to use for purifica- 
tion. The cost of the necessary equipment should be less than 
one dollar per person per year, and this seems like rather 
cheap insurance to safeguard our health. | 

As public health officer of this community I urge you to act 
favorably on this matter if and when it comes before you for 
approval.

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CIVIL DEFENSE DIRECTOR’S REPORT 
FIRST: 

I wish to thank the present members of the Groveton Civil 
Defense Unit for their participation and co-operation in the 
past months. Without their loyalty to town and country, Grove- 
ton would not have had any unit that is organized and trained 
to move for any emergency. I wish to thank the Groveton 
Papers Company and local businessmen for allowing employ- 
ees and in many cases, employers themselves, time off for our 
test alerts, also the town’s people for their splendid co-oper- 
ation in our test alerts. I believe we all know we must prepare 
for the very grave possibility that we may be fighting for our 
lives and very existence in the future and training is the only 
way to save undue future hardships. , 
SECOND: 

We have a workable unit at this time and in the very near 
future we are going to expand each sub-unit until we are sure 
we are large enough to be able to handle all emergencies. At 
the present we have 120 members. These members are identified 
by individual C. D. cards, arm bands, telling which sub-unit 
they belong to. C. D. white helmets and a number of vehicles 
have C. D. license plates to identify that the vehicle is to have 
the right of way in a C. D. emergency. Our sub-units are made 
up of the following: staff, medical, welfare, wardens, transpor- 
tation, fire, rescue, police, communications and aircraft obser- 
vation. 

THIRD: 

For our coming year we will nee various pieces of equip- 
ment and funds for proper training of personnel. As you will 
notice, all of the funds for last year were not used up. I wish 
it could have been carried forward to this year, but due to law, 
I am told January 1, 1955 the funds books were closed and the 
unpaid balance is lost for that year. We could have spent all 
of the fund but was saving it for our First Aid Program which 
was started around September, 1954 but did not materialize 
until January 10, 1955 and classes are to start soon after so 
this is one of our reasons for a surplus. Also, early in the year 
we were going to run the Observation Post all winter, which 
would require funds for lights, and fuel but changing the 
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program in December we closed the Post and used other 
methods of reporting aircraft, so that also left a surplus. I 
just want to point out why we had a surplus and it takes very 
close planning not to get into the red. The time of this report 
is January 15, 1955 and the state has set aside funds for the 
Civil Denfense Units of all the towns, to be used on a matching 
basis. The list is long and not advisable for reprint in this town 
report but is available for comment at this meeting. We need 
much more than is requested but have prepared our request to 
what we think is needed for the coming year. We need a total 
of $1,623.87, broken down into our sub-units as follows:
